\il Dogs^Do 


On Today's Battlefields. 


HE friendship of dogs anfl men Js as old as 
war and has needed no conflict to furnish proof 
of its reality. On the part of the dog this 


friendship has furnished some of the finest interpre- 
tations of loyalty known to life. 


In the present war the dog has more than a chnin 


relation and more than a dog-llie office to fill. The 
development In recent years of dog training In certain 
•forms of official service, as with the police, has 
opened up possibilities that are sometimes of an amaz- 
ing character. The police dog has, indeed, been the 
T&W material for the working out of » splendidly help- 
ful service. 


Dog training for war work, like any other sort of 


.animal training, Is a delicate and'exacting business. 
To say that the dog is a good pupil is simply to say 
that the dog lives up to his traditions. 


How much is expected of this faithful helper, in 


addition to Indifference toward danger, may be 
guessed when it,is said that he is sent forth to find 
.wounded men of his own side in the terrible game, to 
know that they are wounded and not dead, and to know 
that they are of his own side. If the man he finds is 
i1ead,.-he Is to know that he is dead. If he Is not 
dead, he is to bring: back something that belongs to 
tbe man. The metal helmet is difficult for him to 


carry so that he by preference searches for something 
else—a cap stnffed In a pocket, a pocketbook, a pipe or. 
trinket. Not discovering one of these, or finding it dif- 
ficult ^to extract the object owing to the position of 
the -man, he is supposed to gnaw away a fragment of 
the man's coat—and to do this without disturbing the 
sufferer. 


That he should do jnst this, and do it sacoesstaJty 


over and over again, qulcklr. silently, without thought 
of himself. Is a tribute to his intelligence and his 
character that must impress any investigator of this 
work. The dog plays the game as if he knew all that 
lay behind It 
No man with the highest theories of I 


patriotism or the finest notions of individual courage 
could do more than is done by the dog with, only bis 
Inbred Instinct for doing the thing that^man asks 
of him. 


Some of the most beautiful as well as some of the 


most tragic stories of the war will have for a hero the 
shaggy, faithful, uncomplaining figure of a dog. Like 
men, they are dying at their posts, so that there is 
constant call for more soldier dogs. Affectionate hands 
are surrendering dog friends to the hazards of the 
conflict. Certainly sacrifice was never made in a finer 
cause or one holding greater real glory, for. tbe dog 
himself.

much alive and kicking 


After a long record of *alr play on our 


part. Of consistent justice toward our 
neighbors on the Pacific, our prestige -wai 
suffering on account of an Imperialistic 
policy which had in part been' thrUSt 
upon us by Germany's graedy ambition. 


Within a few days after he' became 


President of the United States, Mr Wil- 
son made it clear that our Government 
had returned to the Far Eastern policy 
which, frota 1784 to 1888, we had given 
to the Orient ah e\araple of International 
clerenrv

the Six-Power Loan Syndicate because, 
as the President expressed it, "the re- 
sponsibility on the part of our Govern-

Astronomers 
Bay the solar eclipse of June S will last five- and 
one-fourth hours. In this connection it is interest- 
ing to recall an old belief that the effect of an 
eclipse lasts the number of ytars equal to the 
number of hours of its duration. Since the war 
has been going on practically as many years us 
was the duration in hours of the August, ilJ14, 
eclipse, some ciaim the ieugin ot the foi thcoumig 
eclipse indicates that there will be over live mure 
years of war. 


A total eclipse of the sun is one of the most 


Impressive and wonderful of natural phenomena. 
Fortunately this year this remarkable event will 
happen at such a time as to be visible to a great 
portion of the American population. 
The solar 


eclipse will be caused by the luooc coming be- 
tween the earth and the sun to such an extent as 
to conceal the latter entirely from tlie view of 
people living within the area indicated on the ac- 
companying map. The moon's shadow will fall 
across the "United States, lirst touching the Pa- 
cific coast at the mouth of the Columbia river in 
Washington state at 3:55 P. M., Pacific time, 
Bunder 
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Thence it- will travel southeastward, passing 
through Boise, Idaho; Denver, Col.; Hot Springs, 
.Ark.; Jackson. Miss.; Tallahassee, Fla., and Or- 
lando, Fla". The eclipse will pass the Mississippi 
river at 6:37, central time, and leave the Florida 
coast at 7:42, eastern time. "With these points 
ak-a'-guide, one may easily- draw a curve on the 
.»ap that -will show what intermediate towns lie 
in" the middle of the path of the 'eclipse. 
^Astronomers estimate that the moon's shadow 
•will.rush.across the United States at the rate of 
about 1000 miles an hour. Thus it will require 
tfoout three hours .to. pass from the .Oregon to 
tEe Florida coast. 
-X. To observe the solar eclipse on June 8, one Is 
advised to he as near the middle of the track of 
the eclipse as possible. It has been estimated 
that at any one point along the path of the eclipse 
the moon will wholly hide the sun from view only 
for about a minute and a half. The eclipse will 


begin with a weird sort of twilight and end 
with a strange dawn. Astronomers have 
calculated that in no one place will the 
darkness last over two hours. 


When a total solar eclipse happens, the 


reason the moon can entirely obscure the 
sun, though it Is 400 times smaller in di- 
ameter than the latter, is because it Is 400 
times nearer the earth. Since the distance 
of the moon from the earth, however, 
varies from 
217,650 miles to 
249,000^ 


astronomers explain as the reason why in 
some eclipses its cone-shaped shadow is too 
short to reach the earth. This results in 
what is called an "annular" or ring-shaped 
eclipse, daring which only the outer rim of 
the sun can be seen. 


Mrs. Mabel L. Todd., an astronomer 


gives the following description of the ph&- 
nomenoa of a solar eclipse:

Scientists have guessed it to be an 
electrical phenomenon, but some astronomers to- 
day are of the opinion that it. is formed of some 
very finely'divided matter, probably "star dust." 
The "protuberances" are thought to be jets of 
flame formed of burning hydrogen gas thrown out"" 
hundreds of thousands of miles from the sun's 
surface.

"THE STARS FORETELL THE DOOM OF AUTOCRACY"

X Saturday, June 8, 1918, a total eclipse of 


the Sun will occur in Gemini, the ruling 
sign of the United States. It will cast its 


shadow over a great stretch of the country from 
Florida to its northwestern boundary and be 
visible as a partial eclipse over all the rest of 
the country.

of a licensed physician and show 
themselves physlcalyl 
capable of 


carrying hard manual labor. They 
must pledge their services for a term 
of at least one month. It Ja to be 
distinctly understood that the send- 
ing of young girls Into the fields la 
tq^ be discouraged by us, although they 
may be used effectively by the local 
units which organize to work In in- 
dustry, but to sleep at home. Women 
with young children cannot be sent 
out by this organization. 


"4. tl is the policy of this organi- 


zation not to call Into the fields wom- 
en of the leisure classes until the 
visible supply of women who need to 
be wage earners la exhausted. 


"Th* northern division of th* 


woman's land- army proposes to 
mote the unit system In 
women together and In placing them 
on the soil. The essence of the unit 
plnn is to organize groups of physi- 
cally fit women over 18 years of age 
who shall live in an assigned com- 
munity center or group, under the 
supervision and chaperonage of a 
trained executive or captain' with 
system of co-operative housekeeping. 
From this center they will go out In 
squads to work on the neighboring 
orchards and farms. 
All types j>f 


women 'will be used, school teachers, 
college graduates and undergraduates, 
business 'and 
professional 
women, 


women workers' in the seasonal trades 
which hav* slack seasons In the sum- 
mer months and home workers, eto.~ 
Especlal effort is to be made to enlist 
the service of women who have al- 
ready had experience on the farms 
of Europe. 


"The membe-frs of the units sent 


out by the 7To:nan's !ar"J army wj)l 
live in a house or camp, which shall 
bo supplied and furnished 
by 
the 


farmers of the 
community working 


through their local farm advisors. 
These camps must meet at every point 
th* requirements of the State Immi- 
gration and Housing Commission, The 
tents will be supplied with cots and 
ticks or.ly. The women will bring 
with them their own bedding, towels, 
table ware, etc. They will be re- 
qulied to wear while at work 
the 


standardized costume of the women's 
land army, which will consist ef a 
nsat and, practical two-placed 


uniform to be supplied by th* mem- 
bers themselves. Th* number of 
women In a untl will vary with the 
need of the neighborhood, 
running 


perhaps from ten to one hundred. 
When the size of a unit warrants, it 
will maintain both a supervisor ,and 
a dietician. 
Supervision over the 


health, comfort, working conditions, 
widuct and recreation of the mem- 
bers will b* exercised by these women. 
The expense of the members of living 
in thse camps will probably average 
about $1.25 per day, aa the overhead 
expense must necessarily be high. The 
rewards to the work shall be con- 
sidered aa a possible small surplus of 
caeh In addition to the strengthened 
physique, a pleasant outing and a 
sense of patriotio service well per- 
formed. 


"Each woman recruit must be pro- 


nounced physically fit by a licensed 
physician, must enroll for at least four 
weeks of/agricultural work and sign 
unconditionally the pledge of the 
woman's land army, which follows: 


•" 1 promise to jserve at the 


farm during the period for which I 
have enrolled unless excused earlier 
for good cause by a representative of 
the committee, and during my period 
of service to work to the best of my 
ability at tho t&?k3 assigned me, and 
to conform to the rules' laid down by 
the committee, and to follow the di- 
rections of the captain of my unit.' 


"Places of enrollment will be as 


follows: 


vThe directors of the women's land 


annyx-desire to impress strongly upon 
the recruits the fact that this enter- 
prise is one of the most significant 
movements ever Initiated by the 
•women of California, not to be en- 
tered upon thoughtlessly or abandoned 
In a like manner. Members must be 
prepared to encounter and overcome 
the extremely conservathe attitude 
existing among the farmers in many 
parts of California concerning the use 
of this new kind of labor.

Only the quickest action imaginable, 


which included the shipment of tre- 
mendous quantities of hospital sup- 
plies from Red Cross stores in France, 
as well as large purchases in Italy, 
made the emergency work of the 
American Red Cross possible during 
the recent distress in Italy brought j 
about by the rout of the Italian army., 


JN'o such mission for human help has ' 


ever seen the like of this heroic work i 
by the American Ked Cross m Italj. 
i 


For the winter's needs it was found i 


that 750 tona of hospital supplies were 
required, "d ^ese were ordered in 
America for immediate delivery to 
Italy. 


Some of the things ordered were an- 


aesthetics, surgical instruments, rub- 
ber goods, enamel ware, gauze, ab-i 
•orbent cotton and drugs. Just what J 
such a shipment means is difficult for1 
a layman to grasp. 


If you'd like to see your druggist 


lose all his senses at once just tell 
him about some of these quantities 
that were ordered for use In Italy. 


Tell him that 250 pounds of quinine 


were ordered. Since the war quinine 
lot b«en difficult to get at any price. 


It has jumped from S2.30 a pound in 
France to $SO a pound. 
(Juinine is 


very badly needed in Italy, and this 
Red Cross shipment has been nothing 
short of a boon. 


Other items which give a better idea 


in terms of the things which mean 
most to the wounded are 15 tons of 
chloroform and 23 tons of ether. 
These items are beyond the power of 
the layman to visualize, but he c.in 
come nearer to picturing 2.000 bales of 
absorbent cotton, the quantity asked 
for. 


Orders for all these goods for Italy 


were placed last winter in America, 
and tue American Red Citi.ia ii:i& seen 
to it that shipments of each item are 
in process of delivery right along to re- 
lieve the terrible misfortune of the 
people in Italy. 


Over 1,000 Repatriated French 


Arrive at Evian Daily. 


The number of "repatries" ar- 


riving at Evian daily varies

A. diamond is not the hardest thing 


in the world. 
A diamond will cut 


glass and bore through case hardened, 
tempered chrome steel, but glass and 
steel—the diamond itself too—-are soft 
compared to some things. The hardest 
thing in the world is a hard woman. 


Mrs. Britt was such a woman. 
I have seen hard women in my time, 


but never one who was harder. She 
smiled seldom, and when she smiled it 
was like the glitter of ice. She spoke 
infrequently, and when she spoke her 
speech was the tinkle of hail on slate 
roofing. She did not look as if she had 
ever wept in her life. 


Every morning Mrs. Britt appeared 


at the Red Cross auxiliary in upper 
Broadway. She v, as the first to arrive 
In the morning, the last to leave at 
night. No one knew much about her, 
though. 
She was not the sort that 


make confidences. But that she was a 
worker—a hard worker—no one would 
dispute. Efficiency, as you'd suppose, 
was a trait of Mrs. Britt's. 


Are Efficient Women Hard? 


Efficiency—dreadful word that! How 


often hard women are efficient: How 
often efficient woman are hard! She

came in at the floor she had her hat 
and jacket off. The next instant she 
was at her place, her mouth set, grim, 
austere and hard—hard at work. Prob- 
ably she did her work only from a sense 
of duty.

few women are as hard as Mrs. Britt 


In contrast to her was Mrs. Farlow.

At last, when 
night came, we were dumped out at a 
railway junction with the information 
that the train for Paris would be 
along the next day. 


Canteen Like New York Hotel. 
"I tell you I was discouraged. Then 


suddenly across the tracks from our 
station I saw an American Red Cross 
canteen, and all my troubles were at

The cheering that arose at sight of 


the puffing engine in the distance died 
as the jammed cars came to a stop, 
and slowly, hesitatingly, the hundreds 
of cluldren and elderly people slight- 
ed, for a pall of dejection hung over 
the repatries, a despondency, a limp 
indifference to everything. 
"Home! 


Once more in France? Yes. But what 
does it mean to us?" 


The mayor rises for a few briefest 


sentences of welcome, but scarcely a 
face turns to his. And then, with a 
nod to the musicians, he says: 


"Let us sing, my children," and be- 


gins that wonderful martial prayer 
that sets nerves a-tingle and eyes 
a-weeping:

alone, his voice sounding over the 
shuffle qf weary feet as even the tini- 
est of the little ones rise.

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Oakland s First 
School House 


Children's Garden Army

With the Oakland of today win- 


ning plaudits throughout educational 
circles of the 'East aa one of the most 
efficient modern cities from the view- 
point of an adequate school system, 
the story of the first publlo school 
reads like a romance of Civil War 
days. For the early school of early 
Oakland was the school of bygone 
times — rough wooden benches, a raw- 
hide whip to maintain discipline and 
the necessary bell on the roof. 


The organization of this school Is 


one of the most interesting bita ol 
early Oakland history. 
It is told 


here as a par-t. of the series of tales 
•which must rorever remain of iiuei- 
«st to persons -who have seen a coun- 
try town expand to a metropolis, and 
the products of, that self-same school 


• attain prominence and fame In later 
days. 


THREE TRUSTEES 


In the year 1S33, when the town 


government of Oakland was organ- 
ized, three town trustees -were elected, 
consisting of A. W. Barrel, F. Marlet 
fend Horace W. Carpentier, with 
Bamuel Clark as clerk, and James 
Brockelbank town constable. At this 
time the town had no public school, 
but a lady by the name of Mrs. Mon- 
roe had established a private school 
on the corner of Second and Broad- 
way, -where thos,e "Who wished 
to 


pay could have "their children- edu- 
cated. At this time the entire popu- 
lation would not exceed' 400, 
about 


100 white, and the balance Spanish, 
Mexican, Greaser an* Indian. 
' 


About one of the first resolutions 


passed by the board -was to establish 
a free school, and having no building 
for school purposes, they tented a 
room in -what had been an old'' fan- 
dango building used by the Spanish 
residents for public dancing, on the 
northeast corner of Washington and 
Second streets. With half a dozen 
rough wooden benches, a board three 
feet square painted black mounted on 
two legs for a blackboard, a table for 
the teacher's desk, map of the world 
hanging on the wall -with a rawhide 
•whip hanging beside It, comprised the 
elaborate fiiniiture of Oakland's first 
public school, with an attendance of 
about a dozen pupils.

The first school trustees appointed 


•were James Lentell, John Ross and 
George H. Fogg. Early In IS 33 the. 
trustees called the attention of the 
town trustees to the necessity of z. 
proper building being built for school 
purposes, so a meeting of the board

Trustee Carpentier in his speech be- 


/ fore the members stated that as there 


•was no money in the town fund for 
that purpose, proposed to give to

Warner resigned as a teacher in the 
public school and taught many years 
in the Durant College; a teacher by 
the name of James Gobell was In- 
stalled In the former teacher's place, 
who taught for a short time and then 
came Mr. George T. Morse, the last 
teacher to teach In the old school.

Becoming too small to accommo- 


date the children of this city a new 
building- of .two rooms was built on 
th<» site where the old High School 
stands today on Twelfth street, be-, 
tween Jefferson and Grove streets, 
and named the Lafayette School, with 
Henry Hillderbrand as one of Its first 
teachers.

new, the doors of the

1882-83, that Brady, then a lad in his teens, was a pea- 
nut butcher on the narrow gauge train running from 
Alanieda Point to Santa Cruz. 
The business was 


owned by Andy Lawrence—mention of whom is a good 
starting point for another reminiscence. 
The narrow 


gauge at that time was exactly what its name implied. 
It had not constructed u plci1 out to the t-pfl of the 
training wall, but its terminus was in the neighbor- 
hood of the present electric shops at Alameda Point. 
Lawrence and Brady had the name of getting all out 
of passengers en route that was possible to be got. 
Brady was an especially resourceful youngster. It 
was when they arrived at this end of the trip and 
undertook the process of "settling up" in Train 
Despatches Walker's office that the gaiety of the rail- 
road hands was promoted. 
That ceremony was al- 


ways accompanied by a war of words. 
The ingenious

The Minor Newspaper Figures 


Some of the campaign managers for candidates for 


State offices who are blocking out their work have 
been surprised to find that it is going to be very differ- 
ent this year in the matter of newspaper publicity. 
Heretofore an ingratiating press agent has been able 
to make the rounds and get his candidate mentioned 
in every corner of the State at very inconsiderable cost. 
The most important outlay would be for stereotypes-. 
These being furnished free, and performing that useful 
office to the minor publisher of "filling up," were we,- 
comed and iu many instances inserted gratis. 
But this 


year it is altogether different. 
Early returns indi- 


cate that the war necessities, high cost of paper and 
all other materials is forcing newspapers to a stiff at- 
titude in the matter of political publicity. They are 
charging for every line that goes in. At the promotion 
headquarters of one of the candidates a list of 449 
papers has been compiled, and their politics and some 
other particulars set forth. In the list 216 papers are 
shown to be independent, 124 Republican, 53 Demo- 
cratic, 20 Independent Republican, 15 Progressive Ee- 
publican, 10 Independent Democrat, S Progressive, and 
one each Independent Progressive. Independent Labor 
and Progressive Democrat. But these are only about 
!..\lf 1! n r-i^-xp-vrw.T..,. fine] pT>lilip.itiriTi« in the State. The 
total uumber of all classes, according to the last rodeo, 
is 952, of which 574 are weeklies, 167 dailies, 156 month- 
lies, 30 semi-v;eeklies, 13 semi-monthlies, and a few 
scattering fortnightlies and quarterlies. 
Of these the 


dailies, weeklies, semi-weeklies and some of the month- 
lies are desirable vehicles for political publicity. But 
the candidate for a State office may well stand at at- 
tention when he contemplates all of them. There 
has been ;\ reutlution in political campaigning. 
A 


manager .states that twelve or fifteen years ago not 
ten per cent of the money disbursed in a political 
campaign would be paid for newspaper publicity. In 
a campaign last year above ninety per cent of the funds 
went to the newspapers. 
The Aviation Probe 


One of the first results of the probe into the aircraft 


delinquency is the disclosure of the claim put forth by 
one automobile concern and its denunciation by an- 
other, thus baring a controversy that may have been 
going on to an extent that materially hindered the 
national effort to get on a war footing ns to aviation. 
Senator Hitchcock stated that the Packard Motor 
Company was about ro make a claim for S.100.000 for 
ceriaiii experimental work in com.oclion with the 
Liberty motor. This brought forth a vigorous pro- 
test from a representative of the Cadillac Company. 
The protest is addressed to Senator Calder, and end-} 
thus: "I believe, regarding the Liberty motor, that in 
general design and dimensions it will be found to 
closely resemble the TTall-Seott motor, which has been 
an accepted type of aviation motor for severnl rears 


past." The protest further declares that "a fair investi- 
gation will show that no automobile company is justi- 
fied in making the claim that it originated the Liberty 
engine." The government, on Thursday of last week, 
issued its first authorized statement of what was de- 
termined regarding details of construction of the Lib- 
erty motor. The report might be summarized, as to 
important parts of the engine, as follows: Cam and 
shaft drive, gears, pistons, propeller hub, bore and 
stroke, Hall £ Scott design; water pump, Packard; 
carburetor, Zenith Company; cylinder, follows ue&igi» 
of German Mercedes, English Bolls Royce, French 
Lorraine Dietrich, Italian Isotto Fraschini. The Hali- 
Soutt is iLe California company Trith its fnrtory ft 
Berkeley. The engine committee was organized in- 
formally, and consisted of engineers and production 
managers of the Packard, Ford, Cadillac, Lincoln, 
Harmon and Trego companies. The C9mposition of this 
committee may afford a hint as to one thing that has 
been the matter with airplane production, 
Aviation Activities 


Lieutenant Paul Fagan is an officer in the aviation 


service at the great encampment near San Antonio, 
Texas, and has recently been visited by his father, J. J. 
Fagan, a vice-president of 'the Crocker Bank. From 
the accounts and descriptions of the elder Fagan it is 
realized that we get no idea from the news columns 
ot the magnitude ol ibis new branch of military &enlee 
that has been created within a year. The government 
will not allow particulars as to the number of men 
undergoing instruction at the several fields and mobil- 
izing camps in this vicinity, but it is estimated ar 
80,000. ISTot all of these, however, are in the aviation 
service. But there are thousands of eager young men 
preparing for that service. It is represented to be the 
most fascinating of all the trades of war. The ranks 
of recruits are always full. Yotmg men and boys from' 
all over the country are ambitions to get in it. Those 
who are inclined to criticism because greater headway 
has not been made may be forgetful of the fact that 
the government started off one year ago flat-footed, as 
might be said, and what has been achieved must be 
regarded by anyone who surveys the activities of this 
greatest aviation camp in the world as little short of 
marvelous. From this on results will be realized by the 
country in the appearance at the war front of properly 
trained and equipped American airmen, who will be 
sent across in ever-increasing numbers. 
San Francisco Journalist's Book 


"\VrrortfmpvTn f>n hprf ai'f rHsonssinsT a new book by 


Michael Williams — though they refer to the author as 
"Mike," same as they did when he was a worker among 
them. 
He has given it the title* "The Book of the 


High Eomance." with a subtitle "A Spiritual Biogra- 
phy/' 
It is promulgated through the auspices of the 


Macmillan Company, and thus is well-sponsored. The 
papers here have not particularly noticed it, but the 
New York Times has favored it with a flattering re- 
view, which is as good an introduction as a book can 
have this side of the Atlantic. Williams was a re- 
porter on the Examiner, and in his zenith was the city 
editor of that paper. 
He tells the circumstances of 


his advancement to that 
position — how early 
one 


morning when he was ''playing poker in the back end 
of a saloon," a cub informed him that the managing 
editor wanted to see him. What the managing editor 
wanted was to appoint Mm as city, editor. There had 
been one of the office shake-ups which he states were 
frequent at that time. "Office politics were fierce and 
venomous/' He was city ^ editor at the time of the 
great lire, and his account of his experiences is inter- 
esting, though it hits only the high places. There 
was another office shake-up soon after and he was out 
and headed for the East 
There is an account of his 


attempts to break into regular authorship. He met 
with indifferent success after many efforts, due as we 
are informed to The purblindness of magazine editors 
and book publishers. who persistentlv refused to rec- 
ognize a good Ihing when they saw it. 
He drifted 


into the Upton Sinclair school — Sinclair having just 
scored with his book, "The Jungle'' — and joined his 
colony at Helicon Hall in New Jersey. The short 
description of his fellow-colonists and of the destruc- 
tion of the hall by fire, which also consumed his manu- 
scripts, the work of years, is entertaining. 
But 


now begins the extra serious part of the book/ 
His 


soul is yearning for something. 
It is not made quite 


clear what; but in the end his reversion to Catholicism, 
in which he was born but from which he had relapsed, 
is the answer. 
Those who remember Mike Williams, 


who appeared to be care free and quite at home in 
Bohemia. will be surprised to read of his soul strng- 
jric. inn wiii be glad to learn of the peace that he has 
lound. 
A Big Lawsuit

Corporation, which claims under the patent, has won 
several suits.

Orator McNab Scores a Point 


During the Third Liberty Loan drive the Southern, 


Pacific Company had a mass meeting for the em- 
ployees in its great building at 65 Market street. la 
the court a stand was erected, a band was employed, 
the gates were shut to make it an unadulterated 
Southern Pacific affair, and though there is a good 
deal of eloquence connected with the company in one 
way and another, John L. McjSab was requisitioned 
to make the oratory acute. 
Twenty-five hundred em- 


ployees assembled. President Sproule favored with a 
few opening remarks, during which he made allusion 
to the company's employees meeting under their own 
roof. 2sow, President Sproule is very exact in his lan- 
guage, and immediately realizing that the assemblage 
was not under a roof, but that there was nothing above 
but the dome of the sky, amended by the addition, "as 
it were."

West, the bronze tablet that formerly 
marked the site of the headquarters of 
the San Francisco vigilance commit- 
tee of 1856 will be replaced with ap- 
propriate ceremonies. This tablet was 
first placed by the California Historic 
Landmarks' League on March 21, 
1903, 
fifteen years ago. During- the 


fire of 1906 the tablet was stolen by 
looters, sold to a junk dealer, recov- 
ered, and has since been in the pos- 
session of the Xatlve Sons. It will be 
placed on a new building which re- 
cently has been erected on the original 
site on the south side of Sacramento 
street, between Davis and Front 
streets. 


The original tablet bore the follow- 
ing inscription: 
"Fort Gunny-Bags was situated on 
this spot. Headquarters of the Vigil- 
ance committee during the year 1856." 
To the original tablet a new plate 
will be attached, inscribed as follows: 
"Tablet placed by the California 
Historic Landmarks' League, March 
21, 1903. The fire of April 18, 1906, 
destroyed the original building that- 
occupied this site. The tablet disap- 
peared, was reco%ered, and, upon the 
erection of a new building, replaced 
June 1, 1918, by the Historic Land- 
marks' committee of the Native Sons 
of the Golden West."

ship repair plant on the Pacific coast 
•will be constructed hero by the Todd 
Shipbuilding Company, which recent- 
ly disposed of the Seattle Construc-

Company to the 


United States shipping board, accord- 
ing to William H. Todd of New Tork, 
president of the Todd concern.

Editor TRIBITXE: If the ques- 


tion of the fate of Malcolm Mc- 
Gown rested upon the judgment 
of the sex for whose champion- 
ship he bids fair to suffer, the 
consensus of their opinion would, 
I feel fully assured, be not only 
a recommfcnud.tiun lor prubaXion, 
but a vote of approbation. 
I take some little pride in the 


fact that the only three members 
of my sex on the jury were for 
acquittal, and I feel certain had 
the other nine members been of 
the same sex a verdict of justi- 
fiable homicide would have been 
brought in by unanimous consent 
on the first count. 


How nine men could fall to 
agree upon the justice of such an 
act and bring in anything but a 
verdict of acquittal is beyond my 
comprehension. 
I can only ac- 


count for, but not excuse, such 
a 
disagreement by concluding

A SPLENDID SPIRIT. 


-The spirit of cooperation displayed by the cities 


of Oakland and Alameda with regard to the sur- 
render to f^e federal government of all claims of 
title to an island in the estuary is a force for con- 
structiveness that should not be denied. The govern- 
ment proposed to erect on this island a f 10,000,000 
plant to build concrete ships. Both cities asserted 
ownership to the land -until the government ap- 
peared on the, scene. 
Opportunity to obtain a 


great new shipbuilding plant was offered. 
Its 


construction and operation will bring large bene- 
fit to both communities and at the same time will 
add to the facilities for producing ships for the 
government. Without debate or more than a few 
hours consideration the cities have entered into an 
agreement to present the land to the government. 


Oakland and Alameda did something more than 


merely quash their titles to the land. They stipu- 
lated to turn the land over to the federal shipping 
administration free of rental on the government's 
own terms, with no restrictions upon assignment 
of the lease to private parties or corporations at 
any time the'government may desire. 


Moreover, the Oakland Chamber of Commerce 


has tendered its assistance by offering to the gov- 
ernment a §100,000 policy by a title insurance com- 
wnv cmflTflntppinsr the title of the land, without 
cost to the shipping board- The city of Oakland 
will grant free rights of way for rail connections 
to the island if the government builds a plant on it. 


If the United States shipbuilding corporation is 


seeking the best site for a concrete ship plant on 
San Francisco bay it will select th& estuary island. 
It,provides plenty of land, surrounded by water of 
adequate depth without any additional dredging. 
It will be connected with the terminals of three 
transcontinental railroads without any important 
cost. Ships carrying material may tie up at its 
shores. It is in the midst of other shipbuilding 
plants and convenient to housing accommodations 
for the three or four thousand men that* will be 
employed. 


These considerations ought to influence the 


shipping board to a decision in favor of the Ala- 
meda county site, but however this may turn out, 
Oakland and Alameda city have done all that was 
asked of them. The joint, friendly action of the 
two citis is in itself a gratifying development in 
the relations among east-bay communities. 


L SURRENDER. 


Peace on the terms informally suggested by the 


kaiser would mean the surrender by the Allies — 
including the United States — of the principles in 
the defense of which they have sacrificed millions 
of lives and billions of treasure. It would mean 
the creation of a Middle Europe Teutonic autocratic 
government that would be a continual menace to 
the peace of the world. 


Germany declares that a peace that would in- 


clude a surrender by her of Alsace-Lorraine and her 
control of Poland would cripple her industrially, 
for— argues the Berlin Arbeiter Zeitung—"a state 
cannot live unless it possesses the territories neces- 
sary for its supply of raw material." 


This is not true. Before the war Germany was a 


great manufacturing nation, although she was an' 
importer of raw material. She used 200,000 tons ! 
of copper a year, of which 180,000 tons was im-J 
ported from the United States, Canada and Aus- 
tralia. She Hsed 200.009 tons of lead, of which 
Australia supplied 143,000 tons. Nearly all her 
supply of tin was imported from Bolivia, India and 
Malacca. Seven-eighths of her nickel came from 
New Caledonia, and Canada supplied her with most! 
of her cobaH. Germany produces no platinum or! 
gold, and four-fifths of her silver came from the) 
Americas and New South Wales. Her quicksilver 
came from Italy and her aluminum from France. 
She had a supply of iron ore in her own borders! 
aud obtained an abundant supply of coal from: 


ITALY. 


Observance Friday of the third anniversary of 


the entrance of Italy into the war on the side of 
the Allies served to call attention to the valuable 
assistance the people and the government of Italy 
Ijave rendered the cause of the Allied nations. 
Without the assistance or Italy during the last 
three years it is distressing to think what might 
have happened. 


When the German military masters decided to 


make the assassination of the Austrian archduke 
an excuse for starting the war for universal empire 
they counted on the adherence of Italy to their 
plans. As one of the powers of the so-called Triple 
Alliance Italy was pledged to join Germany and 
Austria-Hungary in any defensive action. An earn- 
est and ingenious effort was made by the Austrian 
and German foreign offices to make it appear that 
the central powers had been attacked; that they 
were not the aggressors. 


But Italy was not deceived. Her statesman had 


studied and Ser people knew from experience the 
plans of Germany. 
Italy refused to join the 


kaiser's war and declared immediately her inten- 
tion to maintain neutrality. This first act was of 
vital importance to France. It relieved her of the 
necessity of maintaining an army on the Italian 
front and permitted her to concentrate for the bat- 
tle of the Marne and later for the defense of Verdun 
and to strengthen elsewhere the barrier against the 
Boche. 


In less than a year Italy saw that neutrality was 


impossible and on MlHy 24, 1915, declared war 
against Austria. 
Thenceforth France and Eng- 


land not only were-freed of the menace of an at- 
tack on the Franco-Italian frontier, in Africa and 
at sea, but were able to observe several armies of 
the central powers engaged with the Italians. Italy 
did more than to send her soldiers to the north to 
fight on the Austrian border. She sent large 
armies into Albania to support the Serbians, 
French and English in Macedonia in defending 
lines there against Huns, Bulgars and Turks. The 
debacle in Istria last fall, when Cadorna retreated 
from hard-won positions on the Goritza river and 
plain, did not mar in the slightest the splendid 
record of Italian effort. Italy still Holds tue ane 
from Venizia to the Alps. She will continue to hold 
and keep the Allied western front unbreached. 


The three years of war have been a heavy burden 


upon Italy. Yet the people have borne it valiantly, 
uncomplainingly. They are as determined today 
upon winning the contest as ever. 


What makes the steadfastness of Italy to the 


cause of democracy the more gratifying is that the 
attitude of the people is unanimously reflected in 
the action of their government. Italy is a young 
democracy—fifty years old. The spirit of Garibaldi 
rules the popular mind. Italians cannot think of 
being under subjection to kaiserdoin. They will 
not surrender their freedom of self-government. 
It was the voice of the Italian people that told the 
government to keep out of the Pan-American war 
plot, to mobilize the armies to throw the Austrians 
iout of the Trentino in 1915, and that commands 
the government now to hold fast. 


In the beginning of the fourth year of Italy's 


war it is with deep satisfaction that the United 
States finds itself worthy to be Italy's ally In the 
great struggle of humanity against the dominion 
of brute force. 


Another thing that Is sure to de- 


tract from the popularity of the new 
style of railroading is that all trans- 
portation, charges must be paid be- 
fore the delivery of whatever it is that 
has been transported. 
Those 
who 


have had financial transactions with 
the government will be able to un- 
derstand th» task that will loom for 
the shipper -who endeavors to get an 
overcharge or other error corrected.

FOREIGN TRADE. 


The foreign trade of the United States shows for 


the first ten months of the current fiscal year 
a decline from the record-breaking mark reached 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1917. 
Ac- 


cording to figures issued by the Department of 
Commerce, however, both imports and exports re- 
covered somewhat in April from the slump noticed 
in March. 


Imports were valued at $279,000,000 as com- 


pared with §242,000,000'for March, For the ten 
months ended with April the value of imports was 
§2,362,000,000, against 82,072,000,000 for the cor- 
responding period in 1917. 


Exports fell off from §330,000,000 in March to 


?500,000,000 in April. For the ten months ended 
with April the value of exports was 84,894,000,000, 
a falling off from the So.lfi7.000.000 for a similar 
ten months' period in 1917. 


Two factors account for the major portion of the 


loss in exports during the ten months reviewed.' 
First, the United States is shipping less war ma- 
terial for the account of the Allied nations, being' 
obliged to consign most of the output of war sup- j 
plies to its own armies in Europe. Secondly, the' 
employment of practically all available shipping 
for the transportation of troops and supplies has 
restricted the tonnage for trade with neutrals. 
The increase in the value of imports is largely due { 
to the demand on other countries for raw material! 
for fabrication into war supplies. 
J 


f?oth the government and business men recognize i 


that one of the immediate problems is to provide a 
surplus of ocean tonnage nlxno that needed for 
transporting and maintaining the armies for the 
service of neutral trade and of products not essen- 
tial to the war.

treatment of their Injuries. We know, 
perhaps, that the hospitals are doing 
fine work, but we hardly realize that 
the patient care of drainage and 
camp sanitation, of water supply and 
food, and the resultant prevention of 
.epidemic disease have actually re- 
duced the deadliness of war. . 


It Is impossible not to shudder at 


the new devices which have been 
contrived by the foe to destroy lives 
and bodies. Yet the same ingenuity 
that 
sharpened 
the 
attack 
haa 


strengthened the defense. Science and 
skill have also been at work preserv- 
ing- the fig-hter and doing the utmost 
to repair the deadly work of shell 
and shrapnel. 


I was in Europe for almost a year 


— from January to December, 1917. 
Six weeks of that time I spent on the 
English front, 
three months along 


and behind the French front, and a 
month on the Italian front. The rest 
of the time I was visiting the bas« 
hospitals, campi, establishments for 
re-education, and to on. . Throughout 
my observations I was Impressed not 
only by the medicine and surgery ot 
th» field and base hospitals but by 
the extraordinary precautions taken 
to protect the men from injury 
through bad food, fouled water, and 
the germs ot disease. 


The physician and surgeon 
have 


made this world struggle probably 
the least deadly ever fought in pro- 
portion to the numbers engaged. The 
control over wound infections is now 
so masterly that of the wounded who 
survive six hours 90 per cent recover, 
of those who reach the field hospitals 
95 per cent recover, and of those who 
arrive at the base hospitals S8 per 
cent get -well. 


It is now understood that the treat- 


ment of -wounds depends for its suc- 
cess upon a thorough and radical 
operation in almost every case within 
eight hours of the time a man Is hit, 
and, if possible, within four hours. 
You can not wait to send a man 
back 40, BO or perhaps a hundred 
miles to the Tear, 
because every 


wound nowadays is a badly infected 
wound. 
.After the shell strikes its 


fragments are thrown up laden with 
every kind of germ, because the soil 
of the battle area is one of the most 
richly fertilized in th« whole world, 
and we get in the wounds all the 
bacterial contents of this fertilization, 
Including, unfortunately, the tetanus 
bacillus and the gas gangiene bac- 
illus 
To combat these the Burgeon 


has to remove not only the lacerated 
fragments of tissue, but he must lift 
out almost In one piece all the flesh 
surrounding the wound. When every 
bit is removed In this way the wound 
will often heal in about two weeks. 


Hospital arrangements have under- 


gone a great change from former 
times. 
It was the old notion that 


hospitals should be placed in a good 
safe position well In the rear. Now 
they are just as near the guns as we 
dare put them. 
I 


French and British hospitals con- 
taining between three and four thou- 
sand beds within twelve miles of 
German guns. 


These field hospitals are usually 


comparatively safe from harm, though 
perpatually harassed by spasmodic 
airplane bombardment, just to keej. 


often curiously ineffective. 
I have 


seen important bridges and roada 
barely three miles behind the rear 
trenches and not more than four 01 
four and one-half miles from the Ger- 
man guns left untouched. 
In one 


place there was a combination rail- 
way bridge and canal bridge, both 
of vital Importance to traffic.

whole surrounding fields and country 
was literally torn and pitted with 
shells of every description, but this 
bridge was never hit in the whole 
eleven months' bombardment. 


In field-hospital -work our ideal 


constantly borne in mind by the sur- 
geon is to reduce the number of am- 
putations.

talked with him, treated a thousand 
successive cases of badly shattered 
arms and legs, and with only foui 
amputations in the entire list. 


Even more encouraging has been 


the fight against disease. Fifty years 
ago less than one-twentieth of the 
wastage of war was due to wounds 
and death in battle. 
The other 95 


per cent was caused by disease, epi- 
demics and pestilence, both in the 
field and at home. In the armies 
themselves the ratio was from six to 
nine times as many deaths from dis- 
ease as in battle and from wounds. 
Today this la all changed. Probably 
the total death rate from battle 
casualties has never exceeded 4 or «* 
per cent, and official figures from 
both English and French authorities 
shown me give a death rate of less 
than 3 per cent per annum for 1^16 
and 1917. As to the death rate from 
disease, it is upon the western from 
scarcely above the normal at home 
for men of military age. 


In former times an army camp used 


to be a hotbed of epidemics; a breed- 
Ing place for pestilence. The soldier's 
worst enemy enlisted with him, for 
what killed the greatest number of 
men in war was not t>ullets> but 
"bugs"; not a sword, but the strep- 
toccus. Whenever a nation mobilized 
and called to the colors a thousand 
men, it called 
wjih 
them at least 
twenty billion tubercle bacilli, ten 
billion typhoid, five billion pneu- 
monia, and a couple of million dysen- 
tery germs.

In the field did was to foul its own 
water supply and the second was to 
infect its food by the swarms of flies 
bred in its garbage dumps and manure 
heaps.

The lack of year-round streams :.as 
driven San Diego county anglers to other 
localities is the past, but now aJl is 
changed. Cuyamaca lake, bono dry in 
1913, is now the scene of some of the 
best fishing- In the State. 
The results of the present trout season 
at Cuyamaca lake clearly demonstrate 
the value of the hatchery work of the 
Fish ar.d Game Commission. 
Jn 1915, 


2500 trout sent from the State hatchery, 
were planted In the 
lake. 
This was 
purely an experiment asd the anticipated 
results were 
doubtful. 
Thousands of 
trout from the State hatchery and some 
furnished from the exhibit of the United 
States bureau of fisheries at the exposl- 
tv>" have be"i p.<Med in the last two 
years. 


Kow the fish crop Is ready to be har- 
vested. 
On the opening of the trout 
season in May. two limits were taken. 
Ono bap contained a six and one-half 
pound rainbow trout which was twenty- 
two Inches lonp nnd seven Inches wide 
and took twenty-five minutes to lasd.

The Altamont Pass, through its Im- 


portance as the main and only practical 
artery for automobile travel for the bay 
cities to the interior valleys, has proven 
"one of the most annoying sections of 
highway the State Commission had to 
tackle, especially so as it has been im- 
possible to provide satisfactory detours 
for motor travel when any portion of the j 
pass was closed by construction work. 


The completion, however, of the work 


now in hand practically insures continu- 
_ous passage for automobile traffic over 
the Altamont Pass from now on. The 
Highway Commission has not, however, 
finished Its labor in connection with, tho 
Altamont Pass, for there remains to be 
done one of the most important under- 
takings in this road in the matter of 
construction of tho "over passes" elim- 
inating- the two main and dangerous 
railway crossings.

handling the traffic better. 


At the present time there are no sets 


of signals that are universally adopted 
and the driver who comes from 
the 


north, south or the east, and who at- 
tempts to drive his machine in Oakland 
or San Francisco, has difficulty in de- 
termining Just what traffic rules prevail 
in this locality and the same holds true 
of the Ban Franciscan or Oaklanfler who, 
might travel to other parta. 


It is a. proposition that all motorists 


unless some definite form of signalling 
is decided upon and used the movement 
which was so heartily started by the 
Motor Car Dealers' Assoc'at'or will bp 
of no avail. So it is up to each Individ- 
ual motorist, truck driver and others 
who use our streets to observe these sig- 
nals.

Prompt "and concerted action upon the part of Oakland and Alameda has 
made possible the location of another large Industry on the San Antonio 
estuary. The federal government proposes to locate on government Island 
In Brooklyn basin a concrete shipbuilding plant 
which will cost at least $10,000,000 and which 
•will employ 4000 men. 
The plan of the govern- 
ment -was disclosed at a recent meeting of the 
city council of Alameda and th« council passed 
a resolution approving the selection of Govern- 
ment Island as a site for the proposed plant. 


Government experts have been working for 


several months upon plans for the building of 
concrete ships and they have reported that such 
ships suitable for the transportation of war sup- 
plies can be quickly constructed and put Into 
service. 
The government Intends buildinp five 


plants 2nd it !s said thpt three will be located on 
the- Atlantic coast and two on the Pacific. 
A 


commission composed of Lieutenant H. B. Hynds, 
U. S. A.; I. W. Hubbard of the bureau of ship- 
yard plants, and 3. E. Parker, of the department 
of engineers bureau of concrete shlgs of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, have made an in- 
vestigation of and have reported to "Washington 
upon available sites on this coast and have 
recommended the selection of Government island. 


OWISTERSHJP WAS Df QUESTION. 


There is some question as to the ownership of 
the sixty acres comprising- Government island and it is because of this 
question that the selection of the site has been made public at this time. It 
•was thought that the government owned the Island because, as has been 
said, "the government controls land up to high water line for the purposes 
of navigation and commerce." Army engineers contend that the island was 
made for the improvement of navigation and In aid of commerce and Is still 
being used for that purpose for the dumping of dredgings from the estuary. 
They cite an opinion of the United States attorney-general rendered in 1882 
in regard to the jetties at the mouth of Oakland creek and say that this 
opinion upholds their contention. 
The city of Oakland claims ownership, 
also the city of Alamefla.Tjasing its claim upon ancient maps and boundaries. 
It Is to settle the question of undisturbed possession by the government that 
action is asked by the cities of Oakland and -Alameda. If the plant is to 
come here the federal government must have immediate assurance that no 
question will hereafter he raised as to possession of the land by either 
municipality. 
• 
The land where It Is proposed to locate this great industry is near the 


Oakland shore line and in the event that the plant Is built It will directly 
benefit Oakland. Notwithstanding this fact Alameda is desirous of aiding 
In securing another great industry for the east bay section and, with this 
end in view, has called the attention of the authorities at "Washington to 
the fact that Government island offers the following exceptional advantages:

The fruit crop of Alameda county has 


been hurt by the unusual weather condi- 
tions of the winter, but what •will be lost 
In the size of the crop will" be made up 
In the price and the easy market The 
demand will exceed the supply, and the 
growers need worry over nothing except 
the ability to get the crop to market. 
There was some loss last year owing to 
the Inability to get labor at the time 
when it Is needed. It is hoped that bet- 
ter conditions will prevail this jear be- 
cause of the effort that is being made to 
mobilize the school boys into effective 
labor units. Tho trouble in this is that 
the boys want to so away on "vacations" 
and work right at home m Alameda coun- 
ty does not always appeal to them.

ba produced for win only stop its produc- 
tion, la tbe case of coal, for Instance. 
The price Is fixed below what «om« pits 
are able to produce coal for, therefore 
they had to go out of business—result, a 
shortage of coal. What is wanted Is to 
encourage, and not discourage, the pro- 
duction of whatever Is necessary to carry 
on the war. 


I am expected to talk more particularly 


of ships, but ships and foreign trade after 
the war are so linked together that they 
cannot be separated. 


Ships are the delivery wagons of com- 


merce. Without them our nation is at a 
disadvantage. We have" gotten along with 
only a few ships in foreign trade by get- 
ting our neighbor to furnish whatever 
tonnage was necessary, provided they had 
ships to spare. The advice and sugges- 
tions made by a number of shipping men 
to Congress to change our laws to per- 
mit us to enter the commeice of the 
world met with rebuff and, instead, more 
stringent laws were enacted each session 
until the culmination was reached when 
the seamen's act was passed. Fortu- 
nately, during the war, this is a dead 
letter and Is not being enforced. Surely 
by this time Congress sees the Import- 
Tance of havinp ships, as they hav«,voted 
nunoreds ol millions ot dollars to ouua 
ships at unheard-of prices, whereas had 
the laws been changed the same as those 
of other nations we would have had all 
the ships necessary to carry our troops 
to France without costing our cation a 
cent. Besides, like th« Merchant fleet 
of Great Britain, they would all have 
been ready as soon as required. Now It 
will be two years before we have enough 
to maet the government's requirements. 


We are sure to come out of tb» war 


with a .great fleet of merchant vesselv 
second only to Great Britain. The ques- 


j tion ship owners want Congress to an- 
swer Is, when the war Is over will they 
pass laws that will permit us to operate 
our ships on the same terms and condi- 
tions as our competitors—the other na- 
tions. The difference In wages need not 
stand in the way If Congress wiE author- 
ize the shipping commissioner to pay the 
men the difference between foreign and 
American jwages, 
thereby permitting 


American ship owners to operate their 
vessels at exactly the same rate of wages 
as those "of all nations. 


The government is paying for standard 


ships of 8800 tons deadweight about 
?1,500,000. The highest price paid In Eng- 
land for a similar ship for a number of 
years before the war was $450,000, and, 
in fact, duplicates of those ships have 
been built for as low as $250,000. It Is 
reasonable to assume that, shortly after 
the war is over and conditions through- 
out the world settle down to normal, the 
government will have to lose $1,000,000 
on each ship. Whether they will face the 
loss or try to work it out remains to be 
seen. 


At the time ship owners -were appeal- 


Ing to Congress for a change in the laws, 
and not for financial assistance, the 
Japanese government was busy encourag- 
ing their ship owners by paying a bonus 
for the building of each hull and for the 
engine and boilers, according to their 
horsepower, and when the ship was fin- 
ished in many lines they paid a subsidy. 
The ?mourt cf rnoncr that they ex- 
pended has been returned to them in the 
last three years, several hundred fold. In 
fact, the earnings of their ships has 
turned Japan from a debtor to a creditor 
nation and turned the balance of trade 
in their favor, and they have now suc- 
ceeded In getting the complete control of 
the Pacific ocean trade, the greater part 
of which, in all likelihood, they will be 
able to retain for all time to come. 


We are told that the seamen's act 


would compel them to pay the same 
wages as Americans are paying. In fact, 
an article written by Mr. Furuseth to 
Senator Owen stated .that on ships com- 
ing to this country the men deserted and 
received American wages. On Japanese 
ships they are only receiving one-quarter 
the American wage, and none of the men 
desert for this reason: If a man deserts 
at an American port the seamen's act 
provides that he must reshlp on a Japan- 
ese steamer, as he docs not know the

Thia 
works out in this way—the Japanese ship 
pays the old wage and the American ship, 
in competition, pays four times as much. 


VHien the war Is over (as far as the 


Pacific ocean is concerned), how are 
American ships going to hold their own? 
It may be that the Shipping Board will 
retain the management of government 
ships and run them at a loss, but to re- 
tain and increase the American trade one 
thing Is of the greatest Importance, and 
that Is Individual Initiative, in drumming 
up trade for the ships and retaining It. 
With government ownership this individ- 
ual Initiative would be done away with. 
So at the present time there il a great 
uncertainty of what is eolns to happen. 
As to commerce after the war. It will 


be acknowledged by everyone that when 
the war is over this will be the most 
Important matter before our country. 
Foreign trade is necessary to make a 
treat nation—no nation has ever been 
truly great without it. The balance of 
trade brings gold with It, and will. In a 
great measure, pay up the big national 
ueuc w*i are aci*umuid.uiit,. 
To show how much Congress appre- 


ciates foreign trade, they have been a 
couple of years trying to pass the Webb 
bill. Other nations compel their citizens 
to make combinations, whereas our Sher- 
man act threatens to put any American 
citizen in jail if he attempts it. 


In foreign countries we are Etlll short 


of banks, although a change was made 
In our banking laws permitting national 
banks to have branches In foreign coun- 
tries. The Owen bill to establish the Fed- 
eral Reserve Foreign Bank, if passed, 
would be a great help. A large number o£ 
Japanese banks have been established In 
the United States within the last few 
months, which shows how commerce com- 
pels the reaching out of banking facilities 


Lake District Shows 


Great Building Activity 


By J. K. AHMSBY. 


President of the California Packing 
Corporation. 
This convention has been called to con- 


dicier and discuss tT.-o vlisl quesilcr.s of 
the day so far as our foreign commercial 
relations are concerned, viz.: First, "The 
Part of Foreign Trade in "Winning the 
War," and second, "Our Foreign Trade 
After the War." 


These two problems are naturally the 


problems of the Pacific Coast as well 
as the entire nation, but, owing to our 
geographical location, as compared to 
foreign markets and to the more denssly 
populated eastern section of this country, 
we have other problems which are pecu- 
liarly our own. It Is my desire to bring 
these local conditions before you for your 
consideration and perhaps some solution 
may be reached at the group session to 
be devoted to this subject. 


The conditions on the Atlantic and 


Pacific Coasts are almost diametrically 
opposite In many respects. The Atlantic 
Coast is thickly populated; It is the seat 
of extensive manufacturing, and faces 
the markets of Europe and South Amer- 
ica at distances materially less than 
those on the Pacific. The European na- 
tions are large manufacturers and their 
per capita consumption of modern arti- 
cles is vastly greater than that of the 
people of the Far East. New York and 
London, the two controlling money mar- 
kets of the world, are but eighty-four 
miles further apart than ara San Fran- 
cisco and New York. 
This country buys large quantities of 


European goods and sells Europe large 
quantities of our goods. Hence conditions 
are most favorable for cargoes in both 
directions and for commercial exchange. 
Th« volume of tonnage naturally attracts 
ships and the element of competition—in 
normal times—Induces comparatively rea- 
sonable ocean ireigiu rales \viui irequeui 
sailing's. 
This condition Is emphasized 


because most of the European countries 
•nith which we trade have, or had, large 
fleets o£ merchant ships. This factor not 
only causes competition in ocean trans- 
portation, but also In the cost of the 
articles themselves when similarly pro- 
duced, in two or more countries. 


THE PAOIFIO PROBXJSM. 


On the Pacific Coast w« face entirely 


different conditions. Our markets are 
separated by long distances. We are deal- 
ing with people who are just beginning 
to use Western manufactures and whose 
per capita consumption of such articles 
is, at present, but nominal in compari- 
son with that of the people of Europe and 
South America. The Oriental countries

Into producing materials for commerce. It 
is problematical what effect that writ 
have on foreign trade. In considering 
this subject we must consider it from 
the broad viewpoint o£ one nation against 
the others, therefore we cannot look at 
It from the standpoint of our own selfish 
Interests. We must be up and doing and 
havij the foreign business in hand, ready 
when the emergency occurs. 


To conduct our rorelgn trade succeps- 


fully abroad we must have American 
managers, and they must be men of ex- 
perience. They have to be trained for 
th-e service, and it is time that American 
business men began to get ready. There 
is a mistaken idea that any fellow can 
sell to Chinese, Japanese or South Amer- 
icans, but when our men get there they 
will find just as smart, keen traders 
among them as any of our best men at 
home. So, In sending- men to foreign 
countries, send the very best you have 
and no others. I am pleased to report 
that in recent years tho caliber of Amer- 
icans In th« Far East Is much Improved; 
in fact, I consider them, a match for 
those of any other nation. 
Therefore, I 


say keep up the standard. It IT g-oini? to 
be necessary also for Americans to have 
offices in foreign lands to properly con- 
duct their business and not to depend 
on the agents of foreign nationality, as 
heretofore. 


their native raw products. Unfortunately, 
the Pacific Coast cannot as yet be con- 
sidered a manufacturing district In the 
broad sense of the term. Therefore, we 
are unable, to a very large extent, to 
locally supply the demands of our neigh- 
bors, and in consequence ar« not ex- 
tensive purchasers of many of their raw 
pioducts. 
It would appear, therefore, that the 


first and most important factor In order 
to increase our foreign trade is to at- 
tract manufacturers of such commodities 
as are in demand, or can be introduced, 
in our natural markets bordering the 
Pacific ocean, and by doing this create 
in return a demand for the raw products 
to be used in the manufacture of such 
goods. This would enable us to rapidly 
build up our foreign commerce, attract 
steamship lines, and by saving the cost 
of rail transportation to and from the 
Kast, or tho nearly double saalling dis- 
tances by water if shipped direct to or 
from the East, would permit American 
goods to compete with those of Europe 
to much better advantage. The Pacific 
Coast affords great advantages as a 
manufacturing center because of Its un- 
I.r.iKed Tratc" potver, Its -cquabM rl'm.it« 
and its proximity to raw materials and 
to markets whose inhabitants constitute 
three-quarters of the human race. 


AVith the exception of Japan, tho coun- 


tries tributary to the Pacific Coast are 
The trade Is not going to be brought |without merchant fleets. We are, there- 
to us on a silver platter. W« must take 
off our coats and go after it, and now is 
the opportune time. Americans have a 
better opportunity than any other nation, 
at tho present time, to strengthen their 
trade and also to drum up new business. 
Every nation Is preparing for what they 
are pleased to call th« commercial war 
after the war. This la the only country 
that Is not taking active and decisive 
steps to retain all the trado we have, and 
getting much more. Therefore. I would 
ask this meeting to start the ball rolling 
In some big and comprehensive way to 
get'the full co-operation of the business 
men of the United Statei and get ready 
for 'the keenest competition that th« 
world has ever seen—which will begin 
shortly after ths war ends.

It would appear, than, that In order not 


only to increase the foreign commerce 
of this great section of the United States 
west of the Rocky Mountains, but to 
maintain that which we already enjoy, 
an adequate American merchant marine, 
operating under laws and regulations no 
more onerous than those of our com- 
petitors. Is not only an absolute neces- 
sity but is of the first importance. It is 
true our nation is now feverishly build- 
ing merchant vessels, and when peaca 
finally comes we may hope for a large, 
if not an ample, merchant fleet. But of 
what value are vessels alone if they can- 
not be operated in competition with those 
of nations with which our manufacturers 
must compete in celling their goods 
abroad? 


MARKETS OF THE EAST. 
While It 13 true the markets of the

Fuel Problem in 


Egypt Is Solved 


CAIRO, llav 25—The fuel problem 


In Egypt, TThich at one time threatened 
to cause the most serious hardship to 
the whole country, has been largely 
solved, says the annual report of the 
government's financial adviser. Sir 
"William Brunyate, by the development 
of the Red Sea oil fields and the adap- 
tation of machinery to produce gas 
distilled from vegetable refuse. 
The report declared that an "ade- 


quate supply of oil for all purposes" 
should shortly be available. 
The 
Hurghdada oil field, for evample, al- 
though only 2iscovered in 1914, is now 
yielding 15,000 tons a month. 
The production of gas from vege- 
table refuse, which is now 
being- 
pushed on a large scale,was due to the 
researches of Dr. J. A. Wells, former 
inspector-general of the Mines Depart- 
ment of the Egyptian government. 


CDOSE POOI/S 


LONDCXST, May 25.—All the public 


swimming- pools and some of the pub- 
lic baths in London are to be closed 
for the summer. The buildings are be- 
ing used for communal kitchens. With 
their steam plants and heating appli- 
ances they are ^ery adaptable for the 
purpose of establishing in them the 
central municipal kitchens from -which 
food Is distributed to the smaller sta- 
tions in their districts. 


SAX FRANCISCO, May 25—The 


state food and drug laboratory, the 
State Board of Health, Prof. E J. 
Lea, Inspector Robert Wray and 
George Ebnght, president of the State 
Board of Health, were enjoined from 
further interference with the Towle 
Maple Products Company of St- Paul 
or their goods in -warehouses or on 
sale in California, in a decision by 
District Judge Robert B Bean today. 
The injunction enjoins the state board 
from "seizins, quarantining or main- 
taining the present seizure or quaran- 
tine of 
$250,000 'worth of maple 
sjrup, investigating or examining any 
of the syrup, issuing any citation, con- 
ducting any hearing or interfering 
with the sale of the Towle Company's 
goods." 
The injunction further prohibits the 
arrest of any persons, firms or ccn- 
porations for having in their posses- 
sion or selling any of the syrup or re- 
porting to the district attorney of any 
county In the state any alleged viola- 
tion by the Towle Company respecting 
the alleged adulteration or misbrand- 
ing of its products which were re- 
cently made the subject of a com- 
plaint by the state board and which 
was suspended by Attorney Theodore 
Bell, representing the Towle Company,
